Key West, April 29.—Aside from the 
news of the Matanzas bombardment, 
which set the town wild with joy, the 
event of yesterday, practically marking 
the end of the first week of the war, 
was the a.rival of a big 
prize, the 
steamer Guido. 
She was captured by 
the Terror and the gunboat Machias IO 
miles off Cardenas, but not uutil after 
a stern chase. 
Five shots were tired, 
four by the monitor and one by the gun­ 
boat though the shot from the Machias 
did not take effect. Two of the Terror s 
shots went through the pilothouse and 
one struck a long boat and the upper 
works.
